After bis death he was worshipped as a 
god. ‘the priests were the richest and 
most powerful body in the lend. They 
we e not corifined to sacred offices alone, 
and .in their caste comprised all the 
matLematicians, scientis.s, lawyers and 
physicians, 

‘The religious obligations of the priests 
were severe. They nad long fasts, batned 
twice a day and twice in the night. Taoeir 
power overthe pe ple was absolate, and 
was heightened by their proficiency in 
physical -cience, which enabled them to 
arvuse the superstitious fears of the 
masses by their skilled optical delusions. 
Their medica: skill was equallr great and 
they were widely famed sothai kings of 
Assyr.a seot to hkgypt for pbysicians. 
Their power over body and soul was great 
for as earthly judges they could refuse to 
any man the wpe oy by which they 
hoped to enter the abode of Osiris. They 
received a large income from the goyern- 
ment, and nad one-third of the iand tree 
of tax, an inheritance which they claimed 
was a gif. from the godders Isis. 

The military class ranked next to the 
priests in importaoce, and enjoyed many 
privileges, among whicu was @xemption 
from taxation. his class consisted of 
about 410,000 men well disciplined and 
ready for war. It was composed of spear- 
men, swordsmen, archers and slinge:s. 

Below the two privileged classes were 
the great mass of the people, divided into 
four cattes, farmers, boaimen, artisans 
and herdsmen. They owned no land, 
they had no spur yet tay rights. The system 
of caste crushed all ambition among the 

ple, and was one of the main causes 
of the decline of the nation. 

The Egyptiaos believeu in one great in- 
visible, raling God, a judgment after 
death, the annihilation of the wicked and 
the eterns! bappiness of the good with 
the Great Diety. “Gol created bis own 
members which are the gods,” they said, 
so out of one great God grew lesser ones. 

Natural objects were worshipped; the
